The accused men are: John Joseph 
Reynolds and James Reynolds, brothers, 
Currycramp, Dromod, Co Leitrim; John 
Shanley, motor driver, Dromod, Co. Leitrim, 
and Witliam Mulligan, carpenter, Longford. 

The prosecution is conducted by Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor); while Mr. A. Wood, K.C.; Mr. 
Art O'Connor and Mr. Alex. Lynn (in- 
structed by Mr. G. P. Hogan, of Messrs. 
Lehane and Hogan) appear for the defence. 

The first witness yesterday was (Guard 
Thomas Walsh, who said that he arrived at 
Lisard House about 9.50. Mr. Richard More 
O'Ferrall was being attended to by Dr. Yorke. 
Guard Breen, who had been there before him, 
handed him a guard’s cap and a revolver, 
which was fully loaded. 


A TIN OF TAR 


Having brought back the cap and the re- 
volver to the barracks. he returned to Lisard 
and talked to John Fogarty, the keeper of 
the gate lodge, to whom he pointed out an 
object behind the gate. It was a snuff tin, 
containing tar. Having remained on duty 
at Lisard House all night, at daybreak he 
examined the grounds. It was a dry morn- 
ing with a little frost. Near the lodge gate 
on Whitehill cross-road- he saw the track “of 
a motor car, the ground nearby being 
trampled. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, thé witness 
said that an entry in the books in the bar- 
racks on February 10 at 1.5 p.m. stated that 
Hugh Devine had been taken into custody 
and questioned. regarding the ene.

Guard Michael Breen, Edgewortstown,

His 
father’s head was covered with blood, but he 
gave a clear account of what had occurred, 
and handed witness the Calt revolver (pro- 
duced).- Mrs. More O’Ferrall handed him a 
guard's cap, and he found a .45 spent bullet 
on the dimingroom table. 


WOMAN’S HEEL MARK 


Cross-examined concerning the moter car 
tracks by Mr. Lynn, the witness said that he 
did not seé the mark of a woman's heel on 
the ground near the tracks outside the gate. 

Dr. F. Yorke, Edgeworthstown, said that 
on examining Richard More O’Ferrall he 
found a wound on the left side of the head 
and another near the kidney, about two inches 
from the spine. The body from that down was 

aralysed. When he discovered the paralysis 
* considered the man’s condition as hopeless. 
There were three or four contused wounds on 
his head and a bullet wound on his left side. 

Surgeon W. Doolin, St. Vincent's Hospital, 
where Richard More O'Ferrall died, said that 
death was the result of paralysis directly due 
to the gunshot wound. On February 15 
there was no hope of recovery, and he died 


on February 20. 


BLOODSTAINS" 
Dr. John McGrath, State Pathologist, gave 


evidence of examining a number of articles 


of clothing, and finding what looked to him 


like tar on them. He said that on a pair of 


check trousers “stated to have. belonged to 


Mulligan there was a spot about a guarter 
of an inch in diameter.

On March 3 was there any reason for 
arresting these men other than that they were 
members of the 1.R.A.?—I was not in charge 
of-this case.

HE hearing of the action of Mrs. Anne 
Mulcahy, Buxton terrace, Sunday’s Well, 
Cork, and Timothy Mulcahy,Meanus, Kil- 

mallock, Co. Limerick, against William Irwin, 
Ferhurst avenue. Cork; Daniel O'Donoghue, 
Ballinlough road, Cork, merchants, and the 
York Fruit Co., Ltd., Beasley street, Cork, 
was continued. 

The plaintiffs, the widow and the brother 
of the late William Mulcahy, a director of 
the Cork Fruit Co., Ltd., sought a declara- 
tion that a resolution passed on September 
17, 1934, at the annual meeting of the com- 
pany, increasing the remuneration of the two 
directors, the defendants Irwin and 
O'Donoghue to £208 each, was illegal and 
an abuse of the powers of the majority of 
the members of the company. 

The defendants admitted passing the reso- 
lution increasing the remuneration of the 
directors, and said that the proceedings at 
the meeting were regular and proper and in 
accordance with the articles of association 
of the company. Ther+ was a general denial 
of the averments of the plaintiffs. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., Mr. Michael 
Binchy, K.C., and Mr. Ashley Powell (in- 
structed by Messrs. W. F. O'Connor and 
Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. F. 
FitezGib n, K.C., Mr. H. J. Moloney, K.C., 
and Mr. Monks (instructed by Messrs. P. W. 
Bass and Co.) for the defendar'ts. 


A PARTNERSHIP 

Mr. FitzGibbon, for the defendants, said 
that before the starting of the company the 
business was run as a partnership, and at the 
beginning Mulcahy did not bring in his £200 
until the business had been going on for some 
time, Mr, Irwin financing it. The defend- 
ants had acted generously towards the late 
Mr. Mulcahy, giving him his share of the 
profits during all the years when he was ill 
and unable to assist at the business. The 
attitude of the defendants now was that if 
they were to devote the rest of their lives, 
their energy and ability in running the busi- 
ness they were entitled to pay themselves a 
fair remuneration, and there was no obliga- 
tion on them to give the Mulcahy family any 
greater interest than that of a sleeping part- 
ner. They were entitled to get a reasonable 
sum by way of remuneration before they 
proceeded to distribute the profits, and it 
was for the Court to say whether £570, at 
which it would now work out, was a reason- 
able remuneration for the work that these 
men had to do in running the company, 
one of them buying the stock and 
the other selling it. They had offered 
to give Mrs. Mulcahy the par value 
of £1.000 for her holding of 1,000 shares which 
originally cost £200. As a sleeping partner 
she was drawing 5 per cent. on the nominal 
value of the shares, which was 15 per cent. on 
their real value, or 25 per cent. on the capital 
her husband brought into the business. 

It was a great hardship on the defendants, 
said Mr. FitzGibbon, to have it suggested in 
Court that they had committed deliberate 
robbery. They had treated the late William 
Muleahy more than generonsly, and the 
answer they got from this lady was to charge 
them with frand. There was uo fraud in law 
or fact, and the plaintaffs were entitled to 
have the action dismissed with costs. 


AN OFFER OF £1,000 


William Irwin was then examined by Mr. 
Moloney, and he detailed his association with 
the business since its inception as a partner- 
ship in 1923. The three directors, he said, 
were on a level footing, and during the years 
of the illness of the late William Mulcaby 

, 
o 


they distributed the profits equally wrt 
him, although he: was unable to d 
any work. Witness eonsidered that the offer 
to pay the widow £1,000 for her shares in the 
cumpany was reasonable. 

Cross-examined by Mr. FitzGerald, the wit- 
ness denied that it was for the purpose of 
driving Mrs. Mulcahy out of the thre im that 
he and Mr. O'Donoghue had voted. themselves 
the additional remuneration. There was, he 
said, a considerable amount of extra work 
imposed on them owing to the tariffa and the 
quota legislation of the Government. 

Mr. FitzGerald said taat last year there 
was a sum of £2,000 available for distribu- 
tion, and out of that all that was available 
for Mrs. Muleahy wes £38 15s., while the 
witness and his co-director got over £500 
each, and the witness said the dividend might 
vary in fyture years. 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked the witness if 
the work increased in future years would he 
and his co-director contiaue to increase their 
remuneration, and the witness said that this 
would probably be done if the profits justified 
it. If the profits went up by 15 per cent. 
they would have to work harder, and they 
would be justified in increasing their re- 
muneration, but they would do nothing to 
jeopardise the company. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—And keep her on 
5 per cen’. if she insists on keeping the 
shares ? 

The witness answered that they had not 
decided what interest would be paid in future 
years. 
" Mr. Justice Johnston remarked that the 

rospects for the future were not very bright 
or Mrs. Mulcahy. 

The hearing having concluded, 

Mr. Justice Johnston reserved judgment.

QUESTION OF A CONTRACT 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Edward Lee and Co., Ltd., with registered 
offices at 6 and 7 Lower Abbey street, Dublin, 
appealed against a decision of Judge Shannon 
in the Dublin Cirewt Court, dismissing © 
claim by them against Albert William Hewett, 
trading as Hewett’s Travel Agency, D'Olier 
Chambers, D’Olier street, Dublin, for £109, 
alleged to be the balance due by the defend- 
ant to the appellants for hotel accommoda- 
tion engaged by the defendant, his servants, 
or agents, and provided by the plaintiffs in 
the Avenue Hotel, Dun Laoghaire, in June, 
1932, 

The defence was a denial that the defendant 
was indebted to the plaintiffs in the amount 
claimed, or that he or his servants or agents 
entered into the contract alleged by the plain- 
tiffs, The defendant further denied that any 
accounts were stated between the parties. 

The appeal was brought on the grounds 

that the Circuit Judge was wrong in law 
and on fact by finding that there was no 
contract between the defendant and the plain- 
tiffs, and that his findings were against the 
weight of evidence.

The plain- 
tiffs alleged that Mr. Glynn acted throughout 
as the servant or agent of Mr. Hewett, and 
had contracted upon his behalf in regard to 
the accommodation. ' The defence was 
Mr. Glynn acted on his own responsibility.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


An appeal was brought on behalf of Mrs. 
Delia Kitson, of 31 Golden lane, Dublin, from 
a judgment of the High Court given against 
her in two summonses claiming sums stated to 
be due as arrears of rent out of the premises 
31 Golden lane. 

In one summons the plaintiffs were George 
Thomas Hopkins, of Cronelea, Shillelagh, Co. 
Wicklow, and Joseph P. Hopkins, of Ramsay, 
Queensland, and the claim in it was for £35 
14s. 5d. In the other summons the plaintiff 
was. George Thomas Hopkins, suing as 
administrator of John Hopkins, and the 
amount claimed was £102 8s. 7d. 

Mr. Hungerford (instructed by Messrs.

J. H. Hopkins) for the respondents. 

Opening the appeal, Mr. Hungerford said 
that, although the sums claimed were claimed 
as arrears of rent, they were not arrears of 


rent in the strict sense, but amounts repre- ' 


senting excess deductions of income tax by 
the tenant, and the landlord was trying to 
get a refund of those excess deductions. The 
defendant stated that she did not owe any 
arrears of rent, and actually held reecipts for 
the rent paid on demand, and given to her in 
full discharge of the gale of rent to which 
they related. 7 

Mr. Hungerford submitted that the land- 
lord, having full means of knowledge of all 
the facts, could not recover the amount of the 
excess tax that he allowed to be deducted.

cook if she makes most oí the 
Christmas presents she is going to give her 
friends. At this time of the year, when 
everyone is entertaining, extra sweets and 
biscuits are particularly welcome. Pack 
your gifts attractively in tins and they 
will keep fresh for several weeks. 


Christmas Biscuits. 

Ingredients: 4 a lb. of castor sugar, ó 
ozs. of grated chocolate, 6 ozs. of blanched 
almonds, the whites of two eggs. 

Chop the almonds and beat the whites 
of eggs stiffly until they froth. Mix them 
with the castor sugar and chocolate, beat- 
ing all the time. Make into shapes on a 
buttered tin and bake in a moderate oven. 
When cooked cover each biscuit with an 
icing made from white of egg and icing 
sugar mixed together. Pack in tins 
between holly-decorated paper. 


Nut-Cream Toffee. 

Ingredients: 1 large tin of full-cream 
condensed milk, 5 ozs. of granulated suga,. 
3 ozs. of butter, 1 tablespoonful of golden 
syrup, almonds, walnuts, brazil nuts. 

Prepare the nuts as for eating. Break 
the walnuts into small pieces and chop the 
brazils and. almonds. Melt the butter and 
sugar together in a saucepan, then add the 
condensed milk and syrup. Boil slowly for 
quarter of an hour, stirring all the time. 
Before removing from the fire stir in (if 
liked) a few drops of vanilla essence. Add 
most of the nuts, Butter a tin and sprinkle 
the remainder of the nuts along the 
hottom. Pour in the toffee and mark it 
off into small squares when cool. If 
packed in greaseproof paper this toffee will 
not get sticky for some time. 

Coffee Brazils. 

Ingredients: llb. of ground almonds, 
1 of a Ib. of icing sugar, 4 of a Ib. of 
loaf sugar, 1 oz. of butter, shelled brazils, 
coffee essence, water. 

Mix the ground almonds and the icing 
sugar together, adding enough coffee 
essence to make the mixture the right 
colour. Work together with the butter 
until a smooth paste is formed. Boil the 
loaf sugar and a tablespoonful of water 
together for five minutes until a syrup is 
formed. Cover each brazil nut separately 
with the almond paste, and press into an 
attractive shape. Spear them one at a time 
with a hat pin, and dip into the boiling 
syrup, shaking off any superfluous syrup 
and placing on a sieve to drain. If a large 
quantity of these sweets is being made, 
try flavouring half the almond paste with 
melted chocolate instead of coffee essence, 
and substitute a few shelled walnuts for 
brazils. 

Chocolate Fudge. 

Ingredients: 1 dessertspoonful of choco- 
late powder, 2 cupfuls of castor sugar, 1 
cupful of full-cream condensed milk, 1 oz. 
of butter, vanilla essence. 

Boil all the ingredients together until 
the mixture will just set when dropped 
into cold water. Remove from the gas, 
and beat hard with a wooden spoon until 
cold and very creamy. Pour on to a 
buttered tin or plate, and allow to get 
quite cold. Cut into fancy shapes or plain 
squares. Fudge is the easiest sweet te 
make, but it must be very well beaten, 
otherwise it candies.

It is not tee early to com- 
mence the making. of Coe aden 
and Christmas cakes, while a tittle 
thought now will save a great deal of 
trouble when the menus of holiday weeks 
are to be finally decided. At tha end of 
this article I am quoting some recipes 
for Christmas fare, which may now be 
prepared. 


MENUS 


On the subject of menus, my own view 
is that these should be simple. The great 
dishes of Christmas Day are, of course, 
turkey and plum pudding, If they are 
preceded by a series of other courses; by 
hors d’cuvres, soup, and fish, much of the 
glory of the real Christmas fare may be 
lost. 5: 

Cold turkey is almost certain to figure 
on the menu on Boxing Day, either for 
lunch or tea, usually supplemented by 
ham and cakes and mince pies.. It is not 
a bad idea to have a freezer of ice cream, 
particularly if there are children in the 
party. In Dublin it is possible to have 
ice cream delivered to your door by your 
dairy, and within limits, no matter how 
small or how large the quantity desired, 
your dairyman will be able to provide a 
freezer of the right size. 


PRESENTS 


If you have a big list of friends who 
simply must receive presents at Christmas, 
it will save you a Yast-minute rush if you 
collect your from time to time 
throughout the weeks before Decemper 
25th. 

Very often the stocks in the shops are 
by no means so varied on Christmas Eve 
as they are early in December. Conse- 
quently, it is advisable to shop early. If 
you leave it too late, you may find your- 
self compelled in your hurry to buy pre- 
sents which are not at all the sort of 
thing which you feel to be exactly right, 
but which constitute a compromise with 


your haste. 

If, too, part of your duty at Christmas 
lies in the direction of filling children’s 
stockings, it is useful to begin accumu- 
lating stocks of small articles which may 
be left by Father Christmas. It really is 
much easier to gather together the stock, 
over a couple of weeks, than to hope to 
assemble it in the course of your last- 
minute present-purchasing dash. 


WIDE CHOICE 


It would. be almost a superfiuity, in 
view of the enormous range to be seen in 
the Dublin shops, and in view of the many 
interesting articles to which attention is 
being drawn frcm time to time in our 
advertising pages, to make suggestions in 
this article as to the form that Christmas 
presents should take. 
The giver is, however, often torn be- 
tween a desire to give something practical 
and useful and something that is orna- 
mental and novel. In such cases it is 
best to consider carefully the temperament 
of the recipient. 

There are many people to whom the 
absolutely useless, but pretty, thing seems 
the only sort of present worth while, and 
who would regard the practical present as 
something which they would rather buy 
for themselves. 

A parallel case is that of a child, whe 
regards a present of, say, clothes as in- 
sulting, and as something which is only 
his or her due, the idea being that, if a 
present does not take the form of toys or 
books, it is not really a present at all. 
There are hundreds of articles in the 
shops which are both novel and practical 
at the same time. It is fairly safe to take 
the line that the majority of people like 
to receive as gifts things which they would 
not ordinarily buy for themselves. 


SPIRIT OF CHRISTMAS 


The third branch of Christmas prepara- 
tion is concerned with decorations. Very 
often a Christmas Tree in the nursery or 
the drawingroom is the only form of de- 
coration to appear in an Irish household. 
But ais it possible to capture the true 
spirit of Christmas without a certain 
amount of holly and mistletoe stuck here 
and there, and with the tinsel and glitter 
of gaily coloured papers and decorative 
novelties stretched across the ceiling, or 
hanging from the electric lamps? 
When the day comes for cleaning all this 
up, the housewife may wonder if the effect 
repaid the trouble. Days after Christmas 
she may have such doubts, but around the 

riod of the festivity she must feel in her 
heart of hearts that all has helped towards 
the gaiety of the proceedings.

MISTLETOE 


The obvious place for the mistletoe, of 
course, is in the hall, or hanging above 
some suitable part of a Chesterfield suite 
in a suitably secluded place. 

There should be as many flowers, of 
course, as one can accommodate in the 
living rooms. Blossoms also should be 
used to decorate the dinner table, and here 
the imagination of the women of the house 
can be given full scope, in the choice and 
arrangement of colours. 

following are some recipes which 
may prove useful in the preparation of 
Christmas dishes that may be cooked now: 


CHRISTMAS PUDDING 


Ingredients: 8 ozs. of flour, 8 ozs. of 
breadcrumbs, 10 ozs. of suet, 1lb. of dates, 
4 ozs. of sultanas, 1ib. of shredded carrots, 
4 ozs. of raisins, 4 ozs. of currants, 4 ozs. 
of mixed 1, 6 ozs. of brown sugar, 
2 teaspoonfuls of mixed spice, ó eggs, 1 
teaspoonful of salt, 1 tablespoonful of full- 
cream condensed milk dissolved iu 4 pint 
of water. 

Clean the fruit well and stone the dates. 
Boil the carrots, and when cold shred on 
a grater. Shred the suet and mix it with 
the flour, breakcrumbs, spice, salt, carrots 
sugar and fruit. Beat the with the 
diluted milk and add i As dry in- 
gredients, stirring well in, 

After a thorough stirring, in which 
every member of the family should partici- 
pate according to the old tradition, turn 
the mixture into basins, cover with greased 
paper and a floured pudding cloth, and 
place in saucepans of boiling water. If 
there are a great number of puddings to 
be made, a good idea is to cook them in 
the boiler. 

Boil for eight hours. Remove the cloth 
and greased paper, and stand on a rack 
over the kitchen fire all night to dry. Tie 
up again, cover with paper and a dry 
cloth, and store in a dry place until 
Christmas Day. The pudding must be 
boiled again for two hours before serving. 


CHRISTMAS CAKE 


Ingredients: $ a lb. of flour, 4 of a Ib. 
of sultanas, 3ozs. of dripping, ldozs. of 
castor sugar, 1 egg, salt, 1 teaspoonful of 
Royal. baking powder, lgjozs. of candied 
peel, 1 tablespoonful of full-cream con- 
densed milk, 4 of a pint of water. 

Place the flour, half a teaspoonful of 
salt and the baking powder into a basin, 
and mix well together. Rub in the drip- 
ping until there are no lumps left. Clean 
the fruit and chop the candied Ex into 
small pieces; mix them with the sugar 
and add to the basin. Dissolve the full- 
cream condensed milk in the water, and 
add the egg, beating well. Stir slowly 
into the dry ingredients. 

Grease a tin with dripping, line with 
greased paper, and pour in the mixture. 
Bake for an hour in a moderate oven. 
When cold ice roughly to resemble snow, 
placing a small Santa Claus and a sprig 
of holly on top.

White Icing. 


Ingredients: 4 a lb. of icing sugar, 
water, almond or vanilla flavouring. 

Mix the ingredients together, using just 
enough water to form a paste. 


Mince Pies. 

Ingredients: 3lbs. of apples, 1ilbs. of 
finely chopped suet, libs. of raisins, 
cinnamon, cloves, a little mace, 14lbs. 
of castor sugar, the rind of two lemons, the 
juice of one lemon, 21bs. of currants, port 
and brandy, puff pastry. . 

Peel, core, and mince the apples. Wash 
the currants and raisins, stone them and 
cut up. Mix all the fruit together with 


‘some cinnamon, cloves and mace: then mix 


with the suet, sugar, lemon rind, juice, 
and a little port and brandy. Roll the 
pastry out very thinly and cut into circles. 
Line patty tins with half the circles, put 
a dessertspoonful of mincemeat in the 
middle of each and cover witn another 
circle. 

Moisten the edges with a little water and 
press them together. Bake for half-an- 
hour in a hot oven. Five minutes before 
they are done brush each mince pie over 
with milk and sprinkle with castor sugar.

BOWLS

or clean, sifted earth, heaped to the brim 
and firmly pressed down; into this, then, 
we stick the trees. 

A red-berried spray of holly or coton- 
easter, without too much green on it, 
comes first. Beside it, a slip of grey-green 
sea-lavender or sage looks well. Sprigs of 
rosemary, New Zealand holly and veronica 
also give contrasts of dark and pale green. 

The black berries of St. John’s wort 
and white snowberries each take a place ; 
hips and haws, old-man’s-beard, all sorts 
of loot from the winter hedgerow, lying 
spread out on trays, tempt us to over- 
crowd our plot. The garden will look 
nicer if a smooth green sward remains 
under the trees. 


MOSS 


Pieces of smooth moss, carefully re- 
moved. from stones with a plasterer’s 
trowel or a fish-lifter, are now tucked over 
the sand or clay with here and there a 
ferny tuft of moss of the more  loose- 
growing kind. A precious bit of the moss 
with red spikes in it will have to be fairly 
shared.

Pictures of Palestine and South East Europe 
are being exhibited by Miss May Guinness at 
the St. Stephen’s Green Gallery, Dublin.

Kelly’s Glen 


I doubt whether the little valley which 

lies between Kilmashogue Mountain and 
Tibradden is quite as well known to those 
who are interested in the neighbourhood 
of Dublin as some other places south of 
the city to which access is more direct. 
Kelly’s Glen, as it is called, may be 
reached from the terminus of the White 
church "bus route, or it may be approached 
by crossing Kilmashogue Mountain from 
the Ticknock side, although the latter path 
is not to be recommended at this time of 
the year, A stream flows through the 
valley, running at one point through a 
decp gorge, which is supposed to have 
been caused by an earthquake. Beside one 
of the two bridges which were erected by 
a Mr. Caldbeck about eighty years ago is 
the site of a chalybeate well, which was 
popular when the craze for spa water was 
in .vogue in Dublin about the middle of 
the eighteenth century. There is a kind 
of yellow clay still in existence around 
the spot. Dr. Rutty thought the water 
of this well superior to any in the Dublin 
district, and for some time water from 
the spa in Kelly’s Glen was conveyed to 
the citizens of Dublin in bottles after the 
output of the famous Templeogue Spa had 
begun to decline. The ruins of some houses 
which are said to have been built to accom- 
modate visitors to the spa are still to be 
seen in the glen. It seems a pity that the 
practice of drinking the water from these 
wells was allowed to fall into disuse. when 
one considers the number of people who 
go every year to English and Continental 
spas to take ‘‘ waters ” which are probably 
in no way superior to the products of 
their own country.

Burusho of Hunza 


College by E. O. Lorimer (some time Emily 
Overena) on the Burusho of Hunza. Mrs. 
Lorimer is an old student of Alexandra 
College, having studied there for her de- 
gree in the Royal University of Ireland, in 
which she gained first place in Modern 
Languages. She had afterwards a distin- 
guished career at Somerville College, 
Oxford, where she later became a Don. 
During the War she did organising work 
for the Red Cross in Egypt, edited a news- 
paper in Basra, and later acted as Corre- 
spondent for The Times in Kashmir. 
Hunzga is a border State in the extreme 
north of Kashmir, among the lofty moun- 
tains ef the Karakoram, where the peaks 
range from 20,000 to 25,000 feet, and most 
of the inhabited oases lie at 7,000 or 8,000 
feet. These people are still almost en- 
tirely unspoiled by so-called civilisation. 
Each family is self-supporting ; their fields 
supply grain, their gardens yield potatoes, 
greens of many kinds, turnips, carrots, 
vegetable marrow, their orchards supply 
apples, pears, melons, peaches, mul- 
berries and apricots, and from their smal! 
flocks they get not only butter, but wool 
for their clothing, and goats’ hair for rugs, 
bags and ropes, skins for sacks and winter 
boots, and thongs and gut for every kind 
of lashing. Every man, woman and child 
is an all-round efficient craftsman, and all 
their simple avparatus and utensils are 
home-made. Their cooking pots are of 
hollowed soapstone, their bow! and spoons 
of wood and horn, their containers are of 
skin or wickerwork, their buckets and jugs 
are gourds.

MUSCLES AND NERVES 


PROFESSOR HILL ON THEIR 


FUNCTIONS 


“The Working of the Muscles and 
Nerves’’ was the subject of a scientific 
lecture, delivered by Professor A. V. Hill, 
D.Sc., F.R.S., at the Royal Dublin Society 
yesterday. The lecture was illustrated by 
means of lantern slides. 

Professor Hill said that the lecture was 
to have been given on another subject by 
Sir John McClelland, whom he had known 
very well, and had worked with in connec- 
tion with the Royal Societ Council 
He mentioned incidents in his life, showing 
Sir John’s kind and gentle nature, in order 
to pay a tribute to the human side of his 
memory. 

In the course of his lecture, Professor 
Hill said that the functions of muscles were 
two-fold—static and dynamic. In the case 
of man, the muscles were rather strong, and 
the human arm was capable of exerting 
128lb. pressure per square inch. It was 
possible to measure the oxygen consumption 
when in exercise by collecting the air a man 
breathed out into a bag. The lecturer 
showed athletes running, swimming and

R. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, 
moving the’ second reading of the 
Land Purchase (Guarantee Fund) 

Bill, 1935, said that its purpose 
was plain and simple. It was to. re- 
state in the clearest possible terms that the 
Guarantee Fund is and since April, 1932, has 
been liable for any deficiency arising in the 
Purchase Annuities Fund through the non- 
payment of land annuities. The Dail in- 
tended that this should be the position, and 
he was now asking the House to reaffirm the 
intention in terms that would put it beyond 
challenge. 

When the Land Act, 1933, was introduced 
it was made clear on behalf of the Govern- 
ment that’one of its provisions was designed 
to ensure that the Guarantee Fund would 
remain liable in respect of the non-payment 
of the reduced annuities. The Dail passed 
the Act in the belief that its provisions 
would enable this to be fulfilled. In the 
Senate, however, an amendment was passed 
against the wishes of the Government, with 
the object of doing away with the Guarantee 
Fund. The bill was returned to the Dail, 
and the Senate amendment was rejected. 
When the bill came before the Senate again 
the amendments were dropped, and this mani- 
fested the clear intention of the Oireachtas 
in the matter. Not merely was it the in- 
tention of the Government to preserve the 
liability of the Guarantee Fund in relation 
to the Acts of 1891 and subsequently, but it 
asked the Oireachtas to enlarge the scope of 
the guarantee provided by the Fund, so as 
to make it cover the annuities payable under 
the Acts of 1881 and 1885, and this the 


Oireachtas did. 
“ VEXATIOUS LITIGATION ” 


That was the position and policy of the 
Government and Oireachtas in 1933, and 
there had been no change on the part of 
either since then. From time to time respon 
sible Ministers had made it clear that the 
Guarantee Fund liability would remain un- 
changed. On May 21 last the President made 
it clear that in his opinion the further sub- 
vention of local rates from the Exchequer 
would be incompatible with the continuance 
of Local Government, and the maintenance 
of the Guarantee Fund was the only way ip 
which the payment of land purchase annui- 
ties could be guaranteed. : 

‘Litigation is initiated in the Courts,’ 
said the Minister—‘‘in my view, vexatious 
and factious litigation, started not so much 
with the desiré of benefiting the local 
authorities as of embarrassing the Govern- 
ment and the Exchequer.’’ The case for the 
litigation is apparently that the Land Pur- 
chase (Annuities Fund) Act, 1933, repealed 
by. implication all the law relating to the 
Guarantee Fund, with the consequence that 
when the Land Act, 1933, treated the Guar- 
antee Fund as still existing the Oireachtas 
made a mistake of law. To his mind it was 
clear beyond doubt what was the — in- 
tention of the Oireachtas in regard to the 
Guarantee Fund and its liabilities. Other 
people professed to have doubts as to the 
intention of the Oireachtas in the matter, 
and the House was the place in which those 
doubts could be sv | most expeditiously 
and economically. i 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I.. Cork) asked if it 
was in order to discuss a matter that was 
before the Courts. 

The SPEAKER said that the legislature 
had power to discuss any legislation, no 
matter how it affected past cases or cases 
ending, and he thought the debate would 
be unreal and impossible to conduct without 
reference to the case before the Courts, be- 
cause the bill certainly impinged on the case. 


THE PUBLIC SAFETY ACT 


Continuing, Mr. MacENTEE mentioned 
precedents in legislation by the Cosgrave 
Government, ant referred to the Public 
Safety Act, 1923, which, he said, the Courts 
found defective, and the then Government 
rushed the Act through nullifying the de- 
cision of the Courts, but giving effect to what 
had been the intention of the Oireachtas. 
That- was done under the egis of the then 
Attorney-General and the present Chief 


Justice. 
MULCAHY—Can the

Mr. Minister say 
what was the effect of that Act on the 
Court ? 

Mr. MacENTEE—The effect of that Act 
on the Courts was far-reaching. The Courts 
released a citizen whom they nad found that 
the Executive had wrongly incarcerated, The 
citizen was re-arrested, and the Courts were 
abolished. 

Mr. MULCAHY—What Courts? 

The SPEAKER—The merits or demerits of 
these Courts cannot be gone into now. 

Mr. MacENTEE—The judges were speedily 
pensioned. 

Mr. MacENTEE went on to refer to the 
Indemnity Act, passed in 1923, which, he said, 
was to validate and give the effect of law to 
a Dail resolution, which. asked the Executive 
Council to set up Military Committees and 
Tribunals to put people in peril of their lives 
and their liberty, and their property in 
danger. | 
r. MULCAHY—But they had killed 
members of this House. 

Mr. MacENTEE—I am dealing with retro- 
spective legislation—into the merits or de- 
merits I am not entering. I am Ss what 
was done in the way of retrospective legisla- 
tion. 

By virtue of that legislation, he added, 
some men were executed, the property of 
others confiscated or destroyed, and thousands 
were deprived of their liberty—all outside the 
course of the law. The Indemnity Act was 

sed to try to give legal effect to those 
illegal actions, He was not entering into the 
merits of the advisability or wisdom. 


OTHER PRECEDENTS 


Not for one moment did the Government 
admit it was actin RE in making the 
Guarantee Fund liable íor the deficiency of 
the land annuities collection The Govern- 
ment always acted in accordance with the 
intention of the Oireachtas, and they were 
asking now-in the most Íormal manner pos- 
sible . manifest that that was, indeed, the 
case.

Property Protection (Amendment) Act of

MR. COSGRAVE’S CRITICISM 


Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork’ City) said 
that the Minister would be well advised 
when introducing such a measure to get com- 
parative statements from some person not 
suffering from political hysteria. The House 
had been asked to consider what were its 
intentions in 1933 and to interpret in 1935 
the legislation passed. The present bill was 
determining .a question that was sub judice. 
It was before the Courts, and was obyiously 
a case on which the Government had not a 
leg to stand on, and the Supreme Court had 
decided that the action was neither vexatious 
nor factious: The Constitution laid down 
the power of Courts and the independence of 
the judiciary, but, according to the Minister, 
one would conclude that no longer was 
justice to be administered by judges, but that it 
was regulated by the Minister, who spoke 
for the majority in the House. In these cir- 
cumstances they would want a new code, a 
new Constitution and a new dictionary 
giving the meaning of the word “justice. 

The Minister had quoted precedents that 
were entirely irrelevant, and in. doing so 
criticised his predecessors in office by saying 
that they had stopped an appeal to the Privy 
Council. Those who negotiated the Treaty 
and knew its terms knew the right of that 
‘appeal. No citizen had now a right to go 
to the Privy Council, and that question was 
decided by Lord Haldane. The Act of 1926, 
to which the Minister referred, laid down the 
law in this country as found by the Supreme 
Court. There was no interference with the 
Courts in that Act at all. When the 1923 
Act was passed the Minister and his 
colleagues were in rebellion against the 
State which they were now administering. 


A DANGEROUS LINE 


There was only a flimsy text for the 
present bill. An Indemnity Act was in- 
separable from civil war. The position 
they were invited to consider now was that 
if a citizen, believing he had a legal right 
and expected a legal remedy, he would first 
have to telephone Government Buildings and 
inquire if he went to the Courts, was there 
a likelihood of an Act of Parliament being 
introduced to prevent him prosecuting his 
case in the Courts. The Minister little 
knew the dangerous line he was taking. It 
was. the most dangerous precedent that 
could possibly be conceived. They were 
asked to ignore that the case was before 
the Courts and go back two years to see 
what was in the minds of. the Ministry. 
There was to-day an entirely different situa- 
tion to that existing in 1933. To-day there 
was £700,000 short in land annuity collec- 
tions, one-third of the sum due, as, despite 
every effort made, the farmers were unable 
to meet their liabilities. Some people were 
in jail or were sent to lunatic asylums, and 
cattle were sold in Northern Ireland at ten 
times what they brought in Fermoy. In 
the Minister’s view, no matter who went 
down, no matter what @pression there was, 
and no matter what the circumstances, the 
Central Fund was not to be short one penny. 
Was that justice or Christian charity? Was 
there to be no consideration for local ser- 
vices, the sick poor and the road workers, 
who had not been paid for three or four 
weeks, In these circumstances, they were 
asked to consider what the Government 
thought two years ago. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that this year’s 
rates ought not to have been burdened with 
£700,000 unpaid annuities deducted from the 
Guarantee Fund in respect of the Agricul- 
tural Grant. 
that over half a million pounds of that had 
not been assessed’on the rates this year, and 
would not be collected. They would, there- 
fore, have a situation in which there would 
be a shortage of half a million pounds. 
Everyone knew that, with the conditions of 
farming as they were, there was no hope 
of collecting anything more in land annuities 
this year than was collected last year. If 
that continued, they might, in two or three 
years, be faced with a shortage of as much 
as one and a half million pounds in that 
connection. It was going to lead to con- 
siderable turmoil in the country. The 
Minister was now raiding the Guarantee 


: 


Fund in order that the Central Fund should 
not be at a loss, and that the responsibility 
for apology for any shortcomings in connec- 
tion with local administration in that light 
would fall on the shoulders of the local 


authorities. 
POLITICAL DEGRADATION 


He referred to one county in the country 
which, Ne said, was the most blatant in 
its support of the Government, and which 
had refused point blank to include the amount 
that had been deducted from the agricultuial 
grant in their rates, and would be short of 
that amount of money now, That county, 
when asked to express an opinion on the 
present bill, voiced its delight at being able 
to support the Minister in that legislation. 
That was the type of political degradation 
and demoralisation that the majority in the 
House had brought thecountry to. 

Formerly, the deficiences in the land 
annuities payments was represented by from 
one to three per cent., but that deficiency 
had now risen as high as thirty per cent. 
The Guarantee Fund would not be able to 
bear such a strain, and they had to realise 
that they had better enter into the question, 
not with the mind of the oe or the 
political prognosticator of 1 but with the 
mind of the man who considered accounts 
as they were. There was no liability in 
respect of the payment of interest on Land 
Stock or Sinking Fund, and the introduction 
of the 1881 and 1885 Acts was an unfair 
and unjust imposition, The Minister's case 
for the bill was even more miserable than 
the bill itself, and it would be better for 
the Minister to get some person with at 
least common-sense, if not legal knéwledge, 
to make his speech for him before it was 
delivered in the House. 


SUPERSEDING THE COURTS 
Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) 


said that the title, “ to remove doubts,’’ was 
a cowardly title, and the Minister had made 
his speech in a most brutal manner. Was 
there any justification for anyone to say 
that the honest man, paying his way, should

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said that 
the Minister had not used any sensible argu- 
ment in support of the second reading of 
that bill, which was one of the most serious 
measures which that Government had ever 
attempted to push through the Dail. The 
Minister, in making his case, had quoted

The Minister's speech was irresponsible, 
irrelevant, and not seriously minded, and an 
endeavour to get the House into an excited 
state over something that occurred during the 
civil war period, and during the time that the 
were considering the Indemnity Act of 1925.

The question was, as to whether or not in 
present circumstances local authorities should 
be made tax collectors for the present Govern- 
ment, and whether an ordinary person should 
be made liable ‘for the debts due to the 
Government. What they had to discuss was, 
whether that House in the year 1935 thought 
it right to impose this tax on the local 
authorities; for that was what they were 


doing, and, if it was not what they were 
doing, then let the Courts decide. There was 
the further question, whether at the present 
moment, when many of the local authorities 
were on the verge of bankruptcy and having

PREJUDICES 
Mr.-C. MAGUIRE, Attorney-General, said 


that the measure created no new precedents. No 
one suggested that when the law was inter- 
preted for or against the Government that 
they should come to the House to offset that. 
As had frequently occurred, the Oireachtas 
had not made its intentions clear, and it 
was, therefore, right that the Oireachtas 
should have the right either before, during, 
or after proceedings had been started in 
Court to do so. Mr. McGilligan, when a 
Minister, had introduced a Copyright Act to 
declare the intention of the hicenthten in 
order to reverse a finding of the Supreme 
Court. Certain people had always been 
opposed to the Guarantee Fund, and the 
prejudices of the people were being played 
up by certain Deputies. This measure was 
introduced for the purpose of clearing up the 
Ea, and why should it be left to the 
ourts to determine what the intentions of 
the House were?

which, if the Courts did decide against the 
Minister, legislation would have to be brought 
in 

He had frankly told the Minister that he 
could not guarantee him success in the action 
at present pending. A doubt had been 
created, and a decision had been reached by 
the Minister and the Government that in all 
the circumstances it would be better to settle 
the matter up. That was the reason for the 
introduction of the bill. 

Mr, DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that 
the Government had altered the whole prin- 
ciple of the land annuity payments, and the 
Exchequer had no right now to turn to the 
local authorities for the collection of 
annuities, which were now as much revenue 
as was income tax. The one question they 
had to decide was whether the citizens of 
this country were to be allowed the protec- 
tion of the Courts. If they were not, then 
they were going to have inflicted the most 
detestable form of dictatorship, and that was 
a dictatorship masquerading as a democracy. 


POLICY UNCHANGED 


Mr. DERRIG, Minister for Education, 
asked if it could be denied that since the 
Free State came into being the Guarantee 
Fund had been operated by, the last Govern- 
ment, and that there had not been the 
slightest word about its legality or usefulness 
at that time when thero was no trouble about 


"the collection of land annuities. At least the 


present Government had this justification— 
if the Guarantee Fund was good policy for 
the last Government in order to collect the 
annuities for John Bull. it had better justifi- 
cation for the present Government to collect 
that revenue, which, if not collected by the 
Land Commission Department, had got to be 
collected in some other way. ll the talk 
about constitutional right and _ interference 
with the Courts was beside the point. The 
fact was that the Guarantee Fund had been 
in operation for many years. 

Whatever the Government might be charged 
with in connection with this measure, thev 
could not be charged with any change of 
policy or intention. The Government would 
be failing in their. responsibility if they 
allowed the policy to be set aside by some 
individuals who had not the interest of the 
community at heart, but simply wanted to 
impede the Government and create further 
difficulties, The difficulties that wefe there 
could not be got out of the way by removing 
from the Government the power that they 
already had. In operation, that policy had 
certain disadvantages, but what was the 
alternative? The only alternative was that 
the annuities should not be collected at all, 
and if it were put into operation there would 
be a speedy reaction. 

He was convinced that if the measure was 
defeated a much worse situation would arise 
in the country than they had yet experienced, 
and which would do harm not only to the 
Government, but to the whole community. 


A PEEVISH BILL 
Mr. W. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
apparently the effect of this bill was to fore- 
stall the decision of the Courts because the 
Government was legislatively too lazy to find 


alternative methods, or because they did not 


to postpone payments when they became due I 


want to take responsibility for the unpalat- 
able measure which the Minister indieated 
must ensue if there is to be no arrangement 
through the medium of the Guarantee Fund. 
Any attempt to justify the bill on those 
grounds was not based on equity or justice, 
and injured the constitutional: position which 
had been trampled upon by this bill. 

They had authorities going to the Courts 
and asking for a direction as to what their 
rights are under a statute in operation, and 
surely the Courts were entitled to give 
individual citizens, or groups of citizens, a 
verdict as to what their rights and responsi- 
bilities are. The Government was now sug- 
gesting what that decision should be before 
the Courts had given their verdict by coming 
to the Dail with a bill saying what were the 
intentions of legislation passed three years 
ago. That might be a good expedient, and 
very effective; it might get revenue or br 
down difficulties, but it was not constitutional 
government as it ought to exist. in this 
country. It was a definite and deliberate 
indication to the Courts as to the way they 
must decide in this matter or the legislative 
consequences which must ensue. 


UNDUE HASTE 


The Government ought not to proceed with 
a bill of that kind. The should wait until 
they had the judgment of the Courts. They 
were using their majority in the House to 
say to the judges: “ You are not to inter- 
pret the Act against the Government, and, 
lest you do, we shall introduce legislation 
beforehand to prevent you,’’ and at the same 
time saying to the citizens: ‘‘ You cannot go 
te the Courts and ask the Courts for an 
interpretation of the statue, because if we 
think we are likely to lose -we shall take 
steps to prevent the Court deciding against 
us.” That was a peevish bill, and had been 
introduced in undue haste.

Mr. P. BELTON (Ind., Dublin, N.) said 
that his position was that if the farmers had 
uever paid a penny of the annuities they still 
paid them otherwise. The farmers paid the 
annuities two or three times, and the hard- 
working industrious farmer in County Dublin 
paid the rates of the people who shouted 
“Up de Valera.” That was the purpose of 
the Guarantee Fund. . 
It had been stated by the Minister that if 
they could not collect the annuities unpalat- 
able methods would have to be adopted. 
Could there be any more unpalatable methods 
than had been adopted by the Government in 
the last couple of years? Even the Govern- 
ment's present allies, the Abyssinians, could 
not devise more unpalatable methods. 
Mr. W. J. BRODERICK (U.I., Co. Cork) 
said that every section on the County Coun- 
cil in the County Cork agreed with the in- 
stitution and the proceedings, and he had 
that day received the following telegram :— 
‘Cork County Council to-day unanimously 
adopted a resolution protesting against the 
introduction of the Guarantee Fund Bill, and 
requesting the Minister, in the interests of 
all local authorities and ratepayers, to pay 
the Agricultural Grant without deduction.”’ 
The local authorities, he said, had no 
power to collect the annuities. which was 
the Government’s job, and yet they were 
to be made liable for default in ment. 
Mr. B. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) 
said that the Opposition lacked logic when 
they argued that, because the annuities were 
now being paid into revenue instead of being 
sent out of the country, local authorities 
should be relieved of their liability, That 
liability had been halved by the present 
Government, and accordingly the liability of 
the local authorities had been halved.

Herr Hitler 
himself wrote to the British Foreign Office 
proposing that it should be abandoned in 
the interests of safety, and only after the 
most careful consideration on both sides 
were the plans allowed to go forward. 
Accordingly, the German team and ten 
thousand German spectators arrived in 
London. There was no trouble, except 
from a tiny handful of extremists, and the 
gallant play of the German team—which, 
however, was defeated—aroused great 
admiration. We are sure, also, that the 
presence of so many other foreign visitors 
had a good effect. A better understanding 
between the nations might be possible if 
there were more of such opportunities to 
meet face to face.

Party Changes 


Considerable changes in political organisa.

Publicity Bureau, regarding _ redistribu- 
tion of functions or for complete amalga- 
mation. The Bureau may be absorbed in 
the Central Office, but it is improbable 
that there will be a combined Central 
Office which will include Conserva-.

Labour supporters of the Government 
The followers of Sir Herbert Samuel are 
also setting up an inquiry to decide 
whether the organisation of their paxty 
is the best that can be found in present 
circumstances.

I 
is hoped that a plan may be produced 
which will revive Liberalism in London. 


Ministerial Salaries 


A movement is on foot among the 
members of the House of Commons to ask 
for a Government inquiry into th 
anomalies of Ministerial salaries, and a 
number of members took part in the ballot 
to-day for private members’ motions in the 
hope of securing a day for a discussion. 
Sir George -Bowyer, Controller of the 
King’s Household, resigned from the 
Government in order that he might be able 
to devote more time to his private affairs. 
the salary of his appointment being on!ly 
£700. The Household appointments are 
generally given to the three senior Govern- 
ment whips: On appointment they have 
their previous salaries as Lords of the 
Treasury of £1,000 per annum reduced 
to £700, while the junior whips become 
Lords of the Treasury in their place. It 
is thought that the time has arrived when 
the situation should be reversed, and the 
higher post receive the higher wage. 


Submarines 


It is understood that the Japanese 
Admiralty, through its delegation to the 
Naval Conference, intends to endorse thie 


proposal by Germany to abolish the 
submarine by means of international! 
agreement.. Japan and France hitherto

TWO DEFECTS

food and drink; but he will not fight at 
night and he dislikes fighting, except in 
huge masses.

In a leading article The Times remarks 
to-day:—Sir Samuel Hoare won the 
general approval of the House of Commons 
yesterday in his vindication of the double 
line of policy which the Government are 
steadily and consistently pursuing towards 
Italy. On the one hand, they have 
taken, and will continue to take, their full 
part in collective action under the 
Covenant, and on the other, they have 
persevered with their efforts for a peaceful 
settlement. Great Britain has not faltered 
and will not falter in applying, together 
with the other nations of the League, such 
measures of economic pressure as are 
calculated to shorten the war, but, like all 
the other nations, they deplore the neces- 
sity for those measures. 

The Foreign Secretary was speaking for 
the whole nation when he appealed to 
Signor Mussolini and his fellow-country- 
men to dismiss entirely from their minds 


of self-seeking behind the British support 
of the League. So far from wishing to 
humiliate Italy, he said, Great Britain 
desires to see Italy strong and honoured 
in the world. So far from wishing to 
drive a wedge between Italy and France, 
she desires to see them the firmest friends, 
and is glad of the part she was able to 
play at the beginning of the year in 
helping to bring them together; and, so 
far from wishing to undermine Signor 
Mussolini’s own position and to destroy 
the Fascist régime, she has not the least 
desire to interfere in the internal affairs 
of Italy.

NORTH CHINA 
STRUGGLE

ALLEGED INSULT IN 
PEIPING 
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From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PEIPING, Thursday. 


ONSTERNATION has been caused 
among Chinese officials here by the 
sudden and unexplained departure of 
General Sung Cheh-Yuan, the principal 
Chinese commander in the north. It was 
first. given out tt he had left for the 
western hills, some thirty miles from 
siping. but it is now learned that he has 
arrived at Tientsin, where he has a house 
in the British Concession. 

General Sung’s sudden exit, which thus 
looks even more serious, is the latest turn 
of the wheel in the struggle for the future 
control of North China, in which the 
Japanese Army is playing a key réle. 

General Sung was offered the post of 
“- Pacification Commissioner ” for the 
north by the Chinese Central Government 
at Nanking last week, with the object of 
suppressing the separatists, but at first he 
refused. The day before yesterday, how- 
tver,-he publicly affirmed his full loyalty 
to Nanking. 

Chinese officials have been hastily 
summoned to a conference. with General 
Ho Ying-Chin, Nanking’s Minister of War, 
who arrived here a day or two ago to en- 
deavour to find a compromise solution of 
the North China autonomy problem which 
would satisfy the Japanese, while main- 
taining Nanking’s nominal sovereignty. 


GESTURE OF DESPAIR 


As commander of the strongest force in 
North China, 60,000 troops, besides being 
the outstanding figure among the Chinese 
generals, General Sung has been the 
special object of Japanese pressure. His 
departure is regarded as a gesture of de- 
spair—the normal course that any Chinese 
leader would take in the impossible posi- 
tion in which General Sung finds himself, 
between the pledge to Nanking he cannot 
keep and the pressure by Japan he cannot 
resist. 

While fourteen Japanese ’planes circled 
over the city to-day, a machine belonging 
to the self-proclaimed autonomous Govern- 
ment in the eastern part of Hopei Province 
showered down thousands of leaflets urging 
support of the North China autonomy 
plan. Similar leaflets were at the same 
time dropped in Tientsin by an aeroplane 
reported to belong to the same régime. 


AFFRONT TO JAPAN 


The gloom that has replaced recent hopes 
that a solution of the North China crisis 
was near at hand has been accentuated by 
an alleged Chinese insult offered to 
Japanese in Peiping. 

The nature of the affront, of which the 
Japanese military authorities are taking 
“a serious view,” is not specified. It is 
believed, however, that it is connected 
with the arrest by Chinese police here of 
four Japanese on the charge of unlaw- 
fully entering the home of a Chinese 
resident and demanding the settlement of 
an alleged debt. It was subsequently 
found that one of the arrested.men was a 
Japanese gendarme in civilian dress. 


COMMONS QUESTION 


In the British House of Commons yester- 
day Mr. Stourton (Conservative) asked the 
Foreign Secretary what steps the Govern- 
ment propose to take to protect British 
commercial interests in China in face of 
the continuing exploitation of that country 
by Japan with the aid of armed forces. 

Sir Samuel Hoare replied that both the 
Japanese and Chinese Governments are 
fully aware of the attitude of the British 
Government towards the protection’ of 
British interests in China. The situation 
there, and particularly in North China, 
was, of course, being closely watched by 
the British Ambassador: but at the 
moment it did not appear to call for any 
special steps for the purpose which Mr. 
Stourton had in mind.

CAUSE OF THE DEFECTS 


The report states: 

“ The McHale road site consists of 44 
acres of land situated on the west side of 
the McHale road. This road was made 
about eight years ago; it runs in a 
northerly direction from the Station road 
to join the Kilkenny road near the Castle- 
har Bacon Factory. The scheme of 80 
houses occupies the whole of the available 
frontage on the west side of this road. 
The site is 126 feet in depth from front to 
rear, and is bounded on the rear by a 
new accommodation road 15 feet wide. 
The land for the site was purchased from 
the Sisters of Mercy at a price of £100 
per “tre, and a condition of sale was that 
a boundary wall seven feet high should be 
provided between the land taken for the 
houses and the remainder of the convent 
grounds, the usual provision in such cases 
being five to six feet. The evidence showed 
that the site when purchased was moist, 
and likely to hold moisture unless pro- 
perly drajned. 

“ The sites available in the Castlebar 
district were examined and reported on by 
the engineer to the Council. The site first 
selected by the Council was one on the 
Mental Hospital grounds, which the 
Mental Hospital Committee refused to 
yive up on the grounds that they required 
all the land they possessed for the needs 
of the hospital. The Minister concurred 
with the decision of the Mental Hospital 
Committee. The Council finally decided 
to select the McHale road site on the 
recommendation of their engineer. One 
of the Department’s engineers, at the 
request of the Council, also inspected and 
reported on the various sites and had 
stated that the McHale road site was suit- 
able. The Minister approved of the 
Council’s selection. 

SEWERAGE SYSTEM 

“In this schente provision had to be 
made for sub-soil drainage as well as for 
the drainage of the domestic sewage from 
the houses. The existing sewerage system 
in the town was antiquated and in- 
adequate, and the Council decided to 
provide a new sewerage system for the 
town, beginning with the Station road 
district, where it was most urgently 
needed. The main drainage scheme pre- 
pared by the Consulting Engineer included 
a main sewer passing at the rear of the 
houses and discharging into the river at 
the north side of the town. This main 
sewer serves as a sewer for the housing 
scheme, and, in addition, takes the sub- 
soil drainage. The amount of the cost of 
the sewer which has been charged against 
the housing scheme is £577, which amounts 
to £7.3 per house. This compares favour- 
ably with the usual provision for drainage 
on housing schemes, There has, therefore. 
been no exceptional charge made against 
the housing scheme so far as drainage is 
concerned. 

“The Consulting Engineer, in his 
evidence, stated that for the drainage of 
the Station road area of the town the 
main sewer would have to be constructed 
in approximately the same position, even 
if there were no housing scheme to be pro- 
vided for. It is clear, therefore, that the 
cost to the citizens for their main drainage 
scheme was reduced by the amount con- 
tributed to the main drainage scheme by 
the housing scheme, while, as already 
stated, the amount charged against ‘the 
housing scheme was no greater than the 
usual amount provided for drainage in 
housing schemes. 


WELI-DRAINED SITE 

“ Evidence was given by the Town Sur- 
veyor, the Consulting Engineer, and the 
County Medical Officer of Health that the 
site is now a well drained site, suitable 
for a building scheme. 

‘" Twenty blocks of four houses each were 
built along the frontage on the McHale 
road. The houses were set 23 feet back 
from the road, making provision for an 
8-feet footpath, and allowing 15 feet of 
front garden to each house. Each house 
has in addition a back garden, 58 feet long 
by 16 feet wide. Each back garden has a 
gate, opening on the accommodation road 
which runs parallel to the back of the 
houses. 

_““ Fourteen of the blocks—i.e., the first 
five blocks counting from the bacon 
factory, and the last nine blocks at the 
Station road end,- were built with the 
ordinary type of footings resting on solid 
rock or boulder clay. No subsidence has 
taken place in these fourteen blocks, These 
fourteen blocks—i.e., 56 houses are com- 
pleted and are available for immediate 
occupation. The remaining six blocks— 
i.e., No. 6 to 11 inclusive, which were built 
on .reinforced concrete rafts, show very 
serious defects. In two of the blocks— 
Nos. 10> and 11—unequal’ subsidence

REBUILDING VIEW 
“ From the nature of the evidence sub 
mitted, I am of opinion. that the thre« 
blocks (12 houses) seriously affected wil] 
have to be taken down and rebuilt. The 
threé blocks (12 houses) not so seriously 
affected might possibly be made right: by 


making good the cracks which have 
occurred and under-pinning the walls. 

“ On the evidence submitted to me, and 
my own observations of the scheme, I have 
come to the conclusion that the de- 
fects in the houses were caused by 
the unequal settlement of the _ rein- 
forced concrete rafts on which the 
houses were built. This unequal 
settlement was, in my opinion, due to the 
existence of boulders under the surface of 
the ground, which acted as props or point 
supports to the rafts and maintained some 
portions of the rafts in the position in 
which they were originally laid, while the 
other portions subsided. The amount of 
subsidence which took place was, I believe, 
considerably increased, due to the 
shrinkage of the soil following the removal 
of the subsoil moisture by the newly con- 
structed drainage system, which was laid 
subsequent to the building of the houses. 
When the subsoil moisture was removed 
the ground subsided and the rafts followed, 
except where supported by boulders under- 
neath. Sometimes the raft subsided 


towards the rear, sometimes towards the 
northern gable, sometimes towards the 
southern gable, and, in one case, the sub- 


sidence took place in all directions radiat- 
ing from -the centre of the living-room. 
Where unequal settlement of this type 
took place serious stresses were set un in 
the walls of the houses, which the walls

CONSTRUCTION OF RAFTS. 


‘Failure could have been avoided, I 
believe, if the construction of the rafts 
had been postponed until the main drain 
at the back of the houses was constructed 
and the subsoil mdisture removed, but, 
apparently, nobody foresaw the difficulty. 

“ The engineer in charge of the scheme 
had no previous experience of work involv- 
ing raft construction, and, not recognising 
the danger, allowed the work to proceed 
as if conditions were normal, . do not 
consider that he neglected his work, but 
I think that, as the raft type of construc- 
tion was new to him, he should have given 
the matter more thought than he appears to 
have given to it, and should, at least, have 
taken the precaution of making himself 
acquainted with the manner in which such 
work was successfully executed in other 
places, including the neighbouring town of 
Ballina, in his own county. 

‘The contractor, too, was Inexperienced 
in such work. The evidence showed, how- 
ever, that he carried out the work in 
accordance with the specification and the 
directions of the engineer. 

“ The existence of the boulders’ under 
the surface was known to the engineer and 
the contractor during the progress of the 
work, but the fact that unequal settlement 
might result. was not apparently realised. 
Accordingly work was allowed to proceed 
as if conditions were normal, and, as 
already stated, when ‘shrifkage of the 
ground occurred on the removal of the sub- 
soil moisture, the rafts did not settle 
uniformly. A more experienced engineer 
or contractor might, indeed, have foreseen 
the difficulties which were likely to arise 
from the nature of the soil on which the 
rafts were constructed, but I do not think, 
however, that any direct blame can be 
attached to the engineer and contractor in 
the present case for their failure to do so. 

“The evidence submitted to me showed 
that the Urban Council did not in any 
respect fail in their duty as regards this 
scheme. From the initiation of the scheme 
the Council took every precaution to en- 
sure success of the work, and regularly 
throughout the progress of the work the 
Council received reports from their en- 
gineer informing them that satisfactory 
progress was being made, I have come to 
the conclusion, therefore, that the failure 
of the six blocks of houses was due to an 
unfortunate set of circumstances, the im- 
portance of which was not realised by 
those responsible for the work, and that it 
was not due to negligence on the part of 
the engineer or contractor. 

Mr. M. J. Buckley attended the inquiry 
and gave evidence, a considerable portion 
of which related to his conduct as a 
former member of the Housing Board.

We could not see the Minister, but his 
Department informed us that the Government 
had agreed to assist an English company, 
whose trad@~im.the Irish Free State was 
negligible, to establish agotton thread factory 
at Westport, with the aid”s al Irish 
capital. We were at the same time informed 
that no application made im accordance with 
the Control of Manufactures: Act. would be 
accepted, nor coul we obtain*any information 
as to what processes would require to be carried 
out in the Irish Free State. As the Westport 
company had not at that date been registered, 
we formulated our objection, and put forward 
our claims to manufacture locally the trade 
which we had previously conducted for so 
many years from Paisley. We received an 
acknowledgment. 

As it was clear that manufacture in the 
Irish Free State, whether by us or by others, 
could only be made possible by the imposition 
of a heavy import duty, we made substantial 
shipments, in the interests of our customers 
and the general public, before the imposition 
of this duty. It was statea by the Minister 
in the Dail that duty on these goods on im- 
portation had been evaded by a “ particular 
device.’’ These words—whether by design cr 
not we do not know—®n o®r opinion, convey 
to the average mind that there was some 
subterfuge or underhand method used. This 
is entirely incorrect. The larger part of the 
stock now held on our behalf in Dublin was 
imported prior to the imposition of the duty, 
and the balance after specimens had been 
submitted to the State Analyst and passed as 
free of duty. This ruling was, however, 
reversed by the Order of the Executive 
Council, dated 30th July, 1935, which imposed 
a restrospective duty. 

On 20th September, the import duty was 
raised from 40 per cent. to 100 per cent. ad 
valorem, as apparently nothing short of a 

rohibitive duty is sufficient to protect the 

Vestport venture. In this connection, it 
should be noted that until the basic thread- 
making operation--1.e., twisting, is carried 
out at Westport, the manufacture of thread in 
the Irish Free State is only taking place in 
name, and not in fact. In the meantime, the 
Government is, in effect, giving to an indivi- 
dual firm outside the Free State the monopoly 
of supplying thread to the Westport Cóm- 
pany, who merely prepare it for retail dis- 
tribution. It is worth noting that tice 
increases effective on lst November have teen 
announced by the Westport company—in- 
creases which would appear to contradict 
assurances given in the Dail by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. 

In June, 1935, it was announced that it 
was proposed to make sewing cotton a re- 
served commodity. In accordance with the 
procedure laid down in the Control of Manu- 
factures Act, 1934, we registered our protest, 
We received an acknowledgment, but it has 
been officially stated that this protest was 
irrelevant. 

In short, while we have never shown any 
lack of readiness to co-operate with the 
Government of the Irish Free State in the 
establishment of a national industry, so far 
we have never had an opportunity of stating 
our case. We do not complain of the Govern- 
ment’s desire to transfer manufactnre from 
the United Kingdom to the Irish Free State, 
nor do we complain of the imposition of 
heavy tariffs to attain this object; we do. 
however, wish to draw the attention of all 
our distributors to the fact that a deliberate 
attack has been made on the trade which 
we have built up for many years on the basis 
of mutual confidence between manufacturer 
and customer. We have been prevented from 
manufacturing in the Irish Free State, and 
we are being prevented from importing by 
a prohibitive tariff

DR. LARCHET 
INTER VIEWED 

The retirement of Dr, Larchet from the 
Abbey Theatre, where he and his orchestra 
have become as much a feature of the 
theatre as the stage players themselves, 
will arouse sr Fr air. regret. No one 
feels the parting of the ways so keenly as 
Dr. Larchet, whom our reporter met last 
night. “I want. to make the reason 
clear,” said Dr. Larchet, “I really feel 
that I must resign, because I must have 
more time for quite a lot of things. First 
of all I want time for compositions. and 
for arrangements of Irish airs.’’ 

Qur representative recalled the splendid 
work that had been done by Dr. Larchet 
in the arrangement and composition of 
songs like ‘‘Asthoreen Ban,” “ The Ard- 
glass Boatsong,’’ ‘‘ Padraig the Fiddler,’’ 
and ‘‘ The Bard of Armagh,” as well as 
a couple of sets of Irish: airs, with all of

which the public are familiar. If more 
such songs were forthcoming then the 
Abbey's loss would be the public’s gain.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—1 wonder if there are any deep 
thinkers left in this country to realise the 
serious dangers and woeful shortsightedness 
of this policy of strict exclusiveness for the 
Free State’? The trouble is that politicians 
never look further ahead than the life of a 
Parliament; but Nature works by genera- 
tions and tens of generations. The historian 
and biologist can tell us how often wave 
after wave of invasions spreading over coun- 
tries have made the peoples virile, strong, ad- 
venturous and capable. The strong men and 
heroes in the olden days survived the battles: 
the weaklings were ruthlessly killed, and dis- 
appeared. it was then a case of the “' sur- 
vival of the fittest.’’ Constant mixing of 
saved nations from the 
dangers of inbreeding and ultimate extine- 
tion. 

Year hv year we now see our politicians 
blindly piling up laws that can only end in 
rare suicide. These tarift walls are building 
up huge barriers against all strang@s or 
aliens coming into the country.: People with 
brains, education or means either become 
priests, and are celibate, or are leaving the 
country for wider and more ambitious spheres 
elsewhere. : 

The Churches frown on intermarriages be- 

tween Roman Catholics and Protestants, 
thereby still further limiting the choice. Our 
workers and wage-earners each year find 
themselves confronted with ever rising taxes 
and higher cost of living, and are, there- 
fore, forced to put off marriage till later on in 
life. The women, who formerly made 
healthy mothers, are now working as well as 
the men, and are making for the om towns. 
Marriage is no longer the same necessity to 
them, and can also be postponed or shelved; 
and their money is spent on clothes, cos 
metics, cigarettes and cinemas—denying them. 
selves sufficient food and fresh air, which 
renders them an@mic, nervy, and consump- 
tive. 
These are the classes, now, unhappily, on 
the decrease, which should supply the 
materials to build up a strong and sturdy 
nation. On the. other hand, the bottom 
classes are being supported by the wage- 
earners. They are obliged to remain at the 
bottom, being biologically inferior. They are 
put on an insufficient dole, whieh barely feeds 
them, and forces them to beg for what they 
can get in the way of clothing and other 
necessities; and these are. the classes who are 
rapidly increasing. 

“ Science finds out ingenious ways to kill 
Strong men—and keep alive the weak and ill, 
That these a sickly progeny may breed, 

Too poor to tax, too numerous to feed.” 

A large country might possibly afford to 
practise exclusion—but a tiny country like 
the Free State, with ‘ts small population of 
3,000,000, cannot possibly ind, the strain, 
and is heading for disaster if the present 
policy continues any length of time. We 
have only to look around even now in the 
mountain and country districts to see the 
numbers of congenital cases of idiocy—ner- 
vous weaknesses of every description among 
the old and the young. Many of these 
abnormal people are at large, as there are 
not sufficient instituiions or money to keep 
them all—and they bear children to be a 
further load on the State. 

There is the notorious family of Jukes in 
the U.S.A., which illustrates what the cost 
of even one undesirable family can be. 

“There were six sisters, and the de: 
scendants of five of them produced 540 
descendants, who all lived in the same 
isolated district; 162 of the women were 
harlots, 23.5 per cent. of the children 
illegitimate, 20 per cent, of the males and 
13 per cent. of the females need out 
door relief, and 9.5 per cent. of the 
females and 13 per cent. of the males 
almshouse. relief, 50 were .convicted 
criminals; 50° were prostitutes, and 4 
spreading disease. There were 250 
arrests and trials. The direct cost to 
the State im 1874 was over a million and 
a quarter dollars. Forty-two years later 
the study of this family was brought up 
to date. The record was almost the same, 
but a slight improvement had been 
made, due to.the fact that some of them 
had left the country and a scattering of 
the family had taken place. Admixture 
of alien blood had improved the Jukes 
family—but at the expense of other 
families,” 

Only a perpetual inflow of strangers to a 
country and constant 5 ah ci vingpe can save it 
from degeneration. Otherwise county horhes, 

risons and lunatic asylums will be t full 

overflowing. Nature is a stern and exact- 
mistress and cannot be thwarted. Mis- 
taken sentiments, ideals and legislation 
only lower the stamina of the race and finally 
exterminate it. 

If, there is a real patriotism there should 

strenuous efforts made to improve and 
even build up a mixed and a strong virile 
race, and establish a healthy and, above all, 


sane progeny. 
Let us urge our politicians to take a course

'BUS AND MILITARY 


LORRY COLLIDE

A serious accident occurred on the 
Limerick road, Naas, yesterday afternoon, 
when an I.0.C. ’bus and a military lorry 
came into collision. 

The ‘bus was proceeding to Naas, en 
route for Dublin, and the lorry was 
returning to the Curragh. 

Just outside the military barracks the 
‘bus, in pulling up to avoid two cyclists, 
skidded on the road, the surface of which 
was very greasy, and struck tne lorry 
which was coming towards it. 

Both ’bus and lorry were precipitated 
into the ditch on the barrack side of the 
road, the radiators and mudguards in both 
cases being smashed. 

Passengers in the ’bus received a shock, 
several being hurled from their seats, but 
the most seriously injured was the driver, 
Mr. James Smith, Kildare, who was con- 
veyed to the County Hospital.

ACCIDENTALLY 
SHOT 


DUBLIN SURGEON’S 
“DEATH

ROSCOMMON, Thursday. 

Dr. O’Beirne, Coroner for common, 
opened an inquest at the County Hospital here 
to-day on the body of Mr. Thomas Gerard 
Brown, L.R.C.P., of 38 Elgin road, Dublin, 
who died this morning as a result of a ‘gun- 
shot wound accidentally received on Monday. 
Dr. Oliver Chance, Merrion square, Dublin, 
stated that on Monday last he was shooting 
with Dr. Brown at Rathconnor Bog. They 
crossed a drain within a few yards of each 
other, and the witness carried the gun in his 
left hand with the catch at ‘‘safe.”’ 
“When we crossed the drain we came to- 
gether and exchanged a few words. My gun 
was pointing to the ground a few yards in 
front and slightly to my right, on which side 
Mr. Brown was standing. ith the gun still 
in that position I took it off ‘safe’ and it 
fired. Mr Brown stepped forward with his 
left lez at the same time and the charge 
entered his leg at a range of not more than 
two yards. e fell to the ground. [I did 
what I could for him, and remained with him 
until he was removed, and accompanied him 
to the hospital.” 
Dr. Brown, the witness added, was a per- 
sonal friend of his, and they had known each 
other for ten years or longer. , and came 
to Roscommon together from Dublin for the 
shoot. The gun might have gone off as a 
result of catching a coat button. 
Patrick Fahy, Gortalina, Ballina, who 
carried the game bag. corroborated, and 
added: ‘‘I haye assisted those gentlemen at 
the shooting for three or four years. They 
were ‘always on the most friendly terms. 
There was a very happy week or four days 
every time they came.” 

r. . G. Ridgeway, Co-Surgeon, 
stated that Dr. Brown was suffering. from 
severe shock and gunshot wounds in the left 


the accident he found Dr, Brown lying on 
the ground wounded. He asked him what 
had happened, and Dr. Brown replied: “' lt 
was an accident.” | | 

The jury, without retiring, returned a 
verdict that the cause of death was shock and 
heart failure, following ‘gunshot. wounds re- 
ceived as a result of an accident.

NATIONAL TEACHERS’

After a large private meeting of the Dublin 
branch of. the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation—at which it was agreed ‘‘ That 
the teachers enter a most emphatic protest 
against the teaching of subjects of primary 
schools of An Saorsiat in a medium other 
than the home. language of the child’’—the

The teachers have remained silent. regard- 
ing the teaching of subjects through the 
medium of Irish to children whose home 
language is English in order to give the 
policy a fair trial. Results of experience con- 
vince them that the policy is detrimental to 
educational progress, and is proving a hin-

The educational and physical welfare of the 
child is a matter of concern to the. teachers. 
Learning at any time imposes a mental and 
bhéilesí strain on the pupils, spotty in 
the infant and lower classes. ow much 
greater is this strain when the medium. of 
instruction is not the home language. 
Abnormal]. effort. is necessary on the child's 

rt, and to maintain interest is well-nigh 
impossible. Listlessness, so adverse to 
character formation, and a distaste for the 
language are surely developed.
